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DROWNED. 


Terrible Collision in the 
English Channel. 


DETAILS OF THE 
DISASTER. 


Passengers Panic-Stricken — He­ 
roic Incidents—The Captain 
Dies at His Post.

L o n d o n , November 20.— Ths Dutch 
steamer, W. A. Seholten, Captain 
Taat, which left Rotterdam yesterday 
for New York, was sunk by a collision 
with the steamer Rosa Mary, of Har­ 
tlepool, at 11 o’clock last night ten 
miles off Dover. The Seholten car­ 
ried a complement of 230 passengers 
and crew. The steamer Ebro, of Sun­ 
derland, rescued ninety of the crew 
and pas-engere and landed them at 
the Sailors’ Home, Dover. One hun­ 
dred and forty of the passengers aro 
missing, and five passengers and a 
child of the party brought to Dover 
were found to be "dead from exposure. 
It is hoped that passing vessels have 
rescued the missing ones. The W. 
A. Sctiolten’s masts are visible from 
Dover pier, and boats have left bound 
in all directions for the purpose of 
saving life and property if possible. 
The Rosa Mary is anchored off Rams­ 
gate with her bows stove in. 


ACCOUNT OP THE ACCIDENT. 
5 I*. M.— Up to this hour twenty-two 
bodies from the Seholten have boon 
landed at 
Dover. 
The 
Seholten 
left Rotterdam on Saturday 
morn­ 
ing. At the timo of the accident a 
dense fog prevailed. 
The Seholten 
was struck on the ]»ort bow by 
the Rosa Maty. Immediately after 
the shock was felt, the Scholten’s 
passengers, 
all of whom had re­ 
tired 
for the night, 
rushed 
on 
dock in their nightgowns. The boats 
were promptly ordered lowered, but 
it was founa that only two were avail­ 
able; the three others were useless, 
and were not lowered. 
The water 
rushed swiftly through the hole in the 
bow, and 
A TKRRIBI.E SCENE 
Ensued. 
Panic-stricken pu sengers 
uttered piercing shrieks, and many 
fell upon their knees and grayed 
aloud, and little children clung to 
their mothers, who wore themselves 
shrieking with terror. 
The officers 
were cool and self possessed, and re­ 
mained on the bridge to the last. 
Several persons procured life belts, 
and 
LEAPED INTO THE SEA. 
Within twenty minutes of the shock 
the Seholten was engulfed. 
All of 
thoBe who put on life Imita floated and 
were rescued 
by 
boats from the 
steumer Ebro, which cruised around 
until 4 o’clock in the morning. Many 
of the rescued, lost wives, husbands, 
brothers and sifters. The survivors 
were supplied with clothes, and every­ 
thing possible was done to ensure 
their comfort. 


HOW IT OCCURRED. 
The passengers’ accounts differ re- 
K 
riling the circumstances of the col­ 
ion, and the reports of the officers 
of the Scholton clash with those of the 
officers of the Rosa Mary. Some of 
the passengers state that most of the 
passengers had retired to their bunks 
and only a few were in the salon ut 
the timé the tremendous crash was 
heard on the port bow. They say it 
is impossible that the collision could 
have occurred by the Seholten striking 
an anchored vessel. 


AN O FFICER’S ACCOUNTS. 
The second mate of the Seholten re­ 
ports that he was on deck when he 
saw an uuknown steamer 
coming 
through the fog. 
Before anything 
could be done the Seholten was struck 
in the forerigging and port bow. Tho 
other vessel, which he now presumes 
was the Rosa Mary, backed off and 
disappeared. Within twenty minutes 
the Seholten sank. 


TH E OTHER SIDE. 
The captain of the Rosa Mary states 
that his vessel was run into while an­ 
chored southeast of South Sandhead 
by an unknown steamer. Finding that 
the Rosa Mary was damaged, he pro­ 
ceeded to the Dover roads, where his 
vessel is now docked. The Rosa Mary 
w o b laden with coal for St. Nazairc. 


LATER REPORTS. 
According to the latest statements, 
there were 210 persons on board the 
Seholten, leaving 132 drowned and 
missing. The first mate and* fourth 
engineer have been recognized among 
the dead. Many of the bodies identi­ 
fied are distorted, showing that death 
was caused by violence, and not by 
drowning. 


SURVIVORS’ STORIES. 
One of those saved is Monte Colu, 
from the 'ryrol. He states that the 
scenes at (hesinking ship were terrible. 
The steerage passengers 
stricken 
with horror, ran about the deck in 
wild confusion. The Captain tried his 
utmost to restore order, but without 
effect. The passengers rushed for the 
boats and it was with greatest diffi­ 
culty that the officers could keep them 
from jumping into and sinking them. 
Oolu was in the water two hours. 
After the vessel sunk, the cries of 
persons in the water could be heard 
for a long time in all directions. 
George Moore, a passenger, states 
that when the crash occurred, a gen­ 
eral rush was made for the deck. “ I 
was told that n thing serious had oc­ 
curred,” said he, but I secured a life 
belt. 
A ÜRAVE ENGLISH GIRL. 
There were six English passongers 
on board, and one of these, a girl, 
asked us to keep in a group, that the 
English might go down together. The 
Captain of tho Ebro, the rescuing ves­ 
sel, behaved nobly. He had all his 
dock-ioad of timber thrown overboard, 
and this judicious act saved many 
lives. Only two of the Seholten’s 
boats were lowered; the others could 
not be got adrift. The vessel listed 
over so mnch that all the boats could 
not be dropped into the water. The 
scare and disorder prevented many 
persons from being saved. The water 
was freezing cold and this hastened 
the death of many, rendering them 
powerless.” 
UAI) ARRANGEMENTS. 
Charles Mills of Red Hill, Surrey, 
says: “ The lifeboats appeared as it 
they had not been used for a long 


time. They had to be chopped away 
with axes with the assistance of the 
passengers’ 
I called out to those on 
the bridge to fire rockets, but it was a 
long timo before they _ did. 
All "rere 
mixed together, foreigners and En­ 
glish. Clinging to one another m the 
water I saw several drowned in this 
way.” 
MANHOOD FORGOTTEN. 
“ I gave a spar to a woman to hold 
to, but some Dutch sailors wanted to 
save themselves and thrust the woman 
aside. I can swim well and 1 swam 
about till I got. to where a rope was 
thrown to me. After the collision 
I went down into the cabin and woke 
two Dutch ladios, but they were 


PARALYZED WITH TERROR 
And would not get up despite all en­ 
treaties. 
I heard other complaints 
about the conduct of the Dutch sail­ 
ors. The confusion was extreme, and 
ovcrybody seemed 
terror-stricken. 
This may account for the apparent 
want of discipline. 
Frantic passen­ 
gers unnerved suuie of the crew, pre­ 
venting them from acting as bravely 
as they might have done. 1 believe 
tnat a good lookout was kept. 
We 
had our lights up.” 


A PPLEBY’S ACCOUNT. 
Mr. Appleby, one of the passengers 
saved, said: “ I was in my berth, as 
also were many others, when the 
crash came, and immediately rushed 
on deck followed by a confuse i crowd. 
Upon first reaching the deck I did 
not think anything much was the 
matter until I s iw that the port bow 
was stove in close to the ringing and 
laid open for a great space. 
The pas­ 
sengers soon crowded the deck and 
the captain and officers shouted that 


THE BOATS BE LOWERED. 
The vessel was thon settling down by 
the head, and the excitement was at 
its worst. I had hardly timo to look 
around me before the vessel listed 
over on her port side, throwing the 
passengers and crew together on that 
side of the vessel. Most of the boats 
were then worthl -ss. The boats on 
the port side were swung out and 
lowered, hut the other six were use­ 
less. While the sailors 
were en­ 
deavoring to lower the boats, the pas­ 
sengers hindered them by 


RUSHING FRANTICALLY 
against them. The crew tried to keep 
the passengers back, thus losing valu­ 
able time. When the boats were finally 
lowered, there was a rush to get into 
them. I tried too, bur di 1 not stand 
a chance. Then I decided to trust to 
a life belt. 


TH E SCENE ON DECK 
was appalling, passengers and crew 
were crowded together, and shrieks of 
women, cries of children and shouts 
of men were frightful. Some of the 
passengers were on their knees pray­ 
ing. 
When the Seholten sank be­ 
neath our feet, there was a struggle in 
the water. Most of us had life belts. 
Sarah Gold, oí Stepney, Robson and I 
kept together. 
We clung to each 
other aud drifted toward tho Ebro, 
finally reaching that vessel. 


PURELY AN ACCIDENT. 
The second officer declares that ev­ 
ery precaution had been taken on 
board the Seholten, a good lookout 
was kept, and Captain Taat not only 
had the ordinary watch on the bridge 
at the time of the disaster, but all the 
officers, who intended to remain there 
until the vessel was fairly down the 
channel. Tho Cuptain was last seen 
at his post trying to quiet the passen­ 
gers and get the boats off. 


APPEARANCE OF THE DEAD. 
Mauy of those whose bodies have 
been recovered look as if they had 
been frozen to death. 
An official of the Seholten states 
that the Rosa Mary was carrying no 
side lights, but was showing the usual 
masthead lights to indicate that she 
was lying at anchor. They steered 
right down tho channel, leaving her 
sufficient room to pass clear. When 
they drew near they found that she 
was steaming ahead and making right 
onto them. They tried to signal her 
off*, hut it was too late. She struck 
the Seholten on the port bow, ripping 
off* the plates for some distance and 
exposing the interior. 
Tho hole thus 
made extended below the water line. 
The officers of the Rosa Mary aver 
that they were lying at anchor and 
were run into. 


A MIXED UP CASE. 
It is reported that the captain of the 
Rosa Mary denies the statement that 
his vessel was in collision with the 
Seholten. 
He avows that the Rosa 
Mary was injured by a collision with 
anolher vessel while lying at anchor. 
Captain Taat, of the Seholten, had 
only recently been appointed to the 
command of that vessel, succeeding 
Captain Bouyer. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE. 
It is stated that a Hastings mack­ 
erel boat reports that her nets were 
damaged yesterday afternoon by a 
steamer, and that while chasing the 
steamer the latter was seen to collide 
with the Seholten. It is worthy of 
note that fragments of the nets were 
found on the bow of the Rosa Mary.

E l P a s o , November 20.—The Timet 
has information of the wreck of a 
freight train on the Mexican Central] 
twenty-Beven miles south of here, last 
night, by which Harry Townsend, son 
of Charles Townsend of this city, and 
sub-contractor of the road, was in­ 
stantly killed. 
Two others taken 
from the wreck and carried to Chihua­ 
hua, are reported dead also. 


ARRIVAL OF TH E REMAINS. 
The remains of young Townsend 
reached here this afternoon and just 
behind them the engine and tender 
carrying his father. 
At the depot at 
Paso del Norte no one was allowed Bee 
the body, nor could the newspauere 
get at more than meagre facts. 
It is 
current that the train broke in twain 
and threw overboard from tho flat 
carH some ties which derailed the 
train, but 
other 
causes are also 
ascribed. 
The friends of Townsend 
and his family spent the evening try­ 
ing to get tho remains ucross to the 
American side.

The 
boat was on her way from Portland to 
Astoria, and had almost reached 
the 
latter place when the 
dis­ 
covery was made that, sho was on 
tire. 
Fortunately for the passengers, 
of whom over sixty were on hoard, the 
steamer was near t he upper end of the 
town when the fire broke out. Tlie 
flames were first seen on the lower 
dock, near the oil room. 


TH E FIRE SPREAD 
with wonderful rapidity, owing to the 
fast, moveineutof the boat. Captain 
>*cott, 
finding 
that 
the 
flames 
wero gaining very fast, suddenly 
turned the prow of the steamer toward 
the shore and ran at full speed 
on the beach. The passengers all 
acted with great coolness. In less 
than live minutes inoro every soul 
would have been driven from the 
boat. Every man, woman and child 
got ashore without injury, except one 
man, who was fatally burned. Only 
three minutes elapsid from the fbst 
discovery of the fire until ti e boat 
was beached. 


A GOOD RECORD. 
The Telephono made the best run 
ever accomplished between Portland 
and Astoria, aud was considered one 
of the fastest stern-wheel boats in the 
world. 
The original cost of the 
steamer was $00,000. She is in­ 
sured for $30,000. 
In loss than 
thirty minutes from the beaching the 
elegant steamer was burned to the 
water’s edge. The passengers lost all 
their baggage, personal effects, etc. 
Tho “Telephone” was the opjiosition 
boat to the Oregon Railway uud Nav- 
agation Company’s steamers.

Baranm’s Circus Destroyed 
by Fire. 


SOME SOUL-8T1KK1NG SCENES. 


New Rules Adopted Governing Ap­ 
plications From Would-be 
Civil Servants.

B r i d g e p o r t , Conn., November 20. 
—The main building of Barnum and 
Bailey’s the greatest show on earth, 
was destroyed by fire this evening. 
The alarm was sounded and in less 
than 30 minutes the building, which 
was 600 by 200 feet and two stories in 
height, was entirely consumed. The

from 
the 
ex­ 
plosion 
of 
a lantern. 
No 
one 
dared 
approach 
it, 
being 
fear­ 
ful of the crazed animals. Three 
elephants were burned, and thirty-six 
broke from their fastenings and dashed 
through the sides of the burningstruc- 
ture, roaring and trumpeting in a ter­ 
rific manner. Six elephants and a 
large African hippopotamus rushed 
about the streets, presenting 


A SICKENING APPEARANCE. 
Their sides wore burned, and great 
piles of flesh a foot square fell off. 
Thirty elephants and a large lion have 
started across the country towards 
Fairfield and Easton. Great excite­ 
ment has seized many residents, 
and they have barred 
the 
win­ 
dows and doors of their houses.

simply 
en­ 
closed by a sash containing win­ 
dow-panes, the cars being 
joined 
together by an improved car-coupler, 
and the sash, coupled in the middle 
by 
an india-nibber 
arrangement, 
which expands and contracts, as the 
train stretches out or closes up, sim­ 
ilar to a bellows. 
Across the coupler is laid a platform 
which is covered with india-rubber 
matting, and a continuous train is 
made. The vestibule portion of Ray­ 
mond k Whitcomb’s train is ele­ 
gantly fitted out with cut-glass win­ 
dows, the rubber sides being covered 
with seal-brown plush.

We published a state­ 
ment the other day based on an actual 
count, showing that there were now 
in course of construction 
in this 
city 
just 
about 
as 
many now 
edifices 
as 
San Francisco shows 
for twelve months. We have no pn»- 
lic office here where exact information 
may be had as to the number and ex­ 
pense of buildings, as there are in 
other cities. The cost of our buildings 
must be guessed at, and the year’s re­ 
sults must be estimated from some 
such investigation as the H e r a l d 
completed a week ago, after much la­ 
bor and a considerable outlay. 
Out 
reporter stated that he had found 
about five houses a day being turned 
out of the builders’ hands as com­ 
plete; 
but, 
of 
course, he 
cov­ 
ered 
but a small 
area of 
the 
entire pueblo on any particular day. 
By conference with the architects and 
contractors we learn that there are 
probably twenty houses a day turned 
over by the builders. This would 
allow an average of two months to 
finish a building according to our 
cOUut of houses. That is certainly 
liberal allowance. 
If this is correct it 
will account for the erection of more 
than six thousand houses in the year. 
At an average of $2500 for each edi­ 
fice the cost would be $15,001,000.

trains 
amount 
to about three-quarters of a thousand. 
The days are not infiequent on which 
a full thousand get into the city from 
the E ast; and when a couple of ex­ 
, cursion parties come along on the 
same day the figure rises as high as 
twenty-five hundred souls to arrive in 
one day. Some days ago a paper at 
8&nta Fé, New Mexico, published an 
actual count for ten days and stated 
that in the period named five thou­

Atchison, Topeka 
and S«nta Fé Comp m y , all billed 
for California.* That is five hundred 
a day by one of the three lines which 
terminate in I os Angeles. The train 
of the night before this item was pub­ 
lished had passed Santa Fé in three 
sections, bearing no less than fifteen 
hundred souls en route for Los An­ 
geles. 
It is report ;d on excellent 
authority that the Santa F é Railway 
Company has already sold fifteen

These 
are all authoritative statements com­ 
ing from sources which put their 
correctness above the reach of dis­ 
pute. Now, making an estimate for 
the season based on these facts, one 
would say that by the first of next 
May, the total arrivals in the State 
will be about two hundred thousand 
people. 
And a great part of this big 
arm y comes to stay. 
Push along your 
building boom. 
There will be a con­ 
stant pressure hereabouts for accom­ 
modation f«r these new-comers. 
This 
crowd, too, will make real estate 
lively after a bit. 


C it r u s fruits are not the only pro­ 
ducts of our soil and climate out of 
which our farmers may make good 
money in the Eastern markets. 
The 
H b r a i.p was probably the first jour­ 
nal in the State to point out the great 
opening for enterprise existing here 
in the matter of shipping vegetables 
during the winter and early spring to 
the interior and Atlantic cities of the 
Union. 
Even the plebeian cabbage 
was demonstrated to be capable of 
cutting no mean figure in this busi- 
s. An attempt is being made to 
develop this industry. 
Last spring 
there was a good deal of stuff of this 
nature sent across the continent, and 
the results were in all instances very 
satisfactory. 
The movement thus 
begun is sure to grow. 
T. G. Adams 
of Tustin is taking care of a large 
tract planted to cabbages which are 
intended for the Eastern markets. 
The land and crop belong to Mr. Scott, 
of Tustin City. This person has been 
at the East, and he t-ees that ther* is 
profit in the enterprise. 
lie sent on a 
large amount of the seed with instruc- 
tructions to sow it at once. The crop 
is now well along, and will be ready 
to ship during the wiuter. Potatoes, 
peas, cauliflower, celery and an 
numerably long list of leguminous 
productions shou d add to this in­ 
dustry until a big train load a day of 
these choice table 
vegetables are 
shipped from Los Angeles City to all 
parts of the cold North, where fresh 
vegetables are an impossibility as 
home production for six or seven 
months of the year.

the direction of providing cellars in tlie 
large centers of trade for the storage of 
our vintages until they are of an age 
to command the best prices. A large 
operator at Fresno has just com­ 
pleted in New York city a cellar capa­ 
ble of holding two hundred thou­ 
sand gallons. 
His company has in 
its Fresno winery at least that much 
wine of the vintages of 1884-5-6, 
That company will make this year 
four hundred and eighty-five thou­ 
sand gallons. These movements are 
all in the proper direction, and will 
result in a great deal of benefit to this 
most important of California indus­ 
tries.

A HORRIBLE DEED. 


A Father Ai tempts to Kill 
His Infant Son.

The Instrum ent Used—Tlie Man 
Taken to the Comity 
Jail for Safety. 


One of the most shocking and cold­ 
blooded crimes ever committeed in 
this community was brought to light 
yesterday afternoon, when it was dis­ 
covered that George Westfall, the 
father of three small children, had at 
tempted to kill his three-year-old son 
by beating out his brains with a piece 
of scantling. The facts of the case, so 
far as could be learned, are these: 
Westfall, up to a short time since, 
was a resident of Oregon City, Oregon, 
where he lived with his wife and two 
children. 
H is wifo, aided by himself, 
carried on the laundry business and 
made a fairly good living. Toward 
the latter part of August his wife was 
confined, and after lingering until 
September 171 h, died. 
He then gave 
the three weeks old baby away, and, 
selling his household goods, came 
to 
Los 
Angeles 
with 
his 
two 
oldest children,a little girl aged 7 and 
Wiilie, the victim of his cold-blooded 
crime, aged 8. 
Ho stopped fora short 
time at the Missouri House, and later- 
obtained work at the same place for 
$10 i>er month, with board for himself 
and two children. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon he started out with Willie, and 
was seen by a man named Vantress 
going in the direction of the Buena 
Vista street bridge. At this time he 
was currying the child in his arms, 
ahd shortly afterwards he disappeared 
in one of the tunneled {rassages under 
the bridge. Another man, named Joe 
Caldwell, had also seen him enter, and 
a few minutes later saw lutn emerge 
without the child. Suspecting that 
soniet'iing was wrong, Caldwell told 
Vantress, and both started for the 
place, where they found the little 
child lying on the ground, 
niA)OI) posing 
From its ear and a large swelling on 
its left temple. They at first thought 
that the unnatural father had taken 
the chifd by the heels and dashed its 
head against the walls, and they 
rushed out to find the man, but he 
had disappeared. They then took 
the 
child 
to 
Mr. 
Vantress’ 
house, 
and 
telephoned 
for 
a 
physician, who came and pronounced 
the chihl in a very dangerous condi­ 
tion and unable to live. 
Mr. Vantress 
started out to search for the father 
and found him at the Missouri House, 
on San Fernando street. 
Catching 
hold of him he took him by force to 
hi-* home whore Ollicer Leverich, who 
had been telephoned for, was found. 
He took Westfall in charge and both 
he and the child were conveyed to t'-e 
City Prison, where the father wnu 
placed in the iron tank and the child 
laid oil a cot in the hospit 1. 
Drs. 
Cohn, llagan and Colo examined 
the 
child 
and 
said 
that 
there was but very 
little chance 
for its recovery. 
It had not recovered 
consciousness and lay upon its side 
scarcely 
hr-athing, the 
blood still 
slowly oozing from its écft ear. 
• 
far as could be ascertained the skull 
has been fractured behind the left 
ear, as if it had been struck a heavy 
blow by a club. 
It was then sus­ 
pected that the unnatural father hud 
not, us first supposed, taken it by ti e 
heels and dashed it against thew nll, 
but hud knocked it down with a 
heavy «lub. 
When questioned by 
the police he adm itted that he had 
used a stick, and a search in the vi­ 
cinity disclosed the weapon, 
A PIECE OP SCANTLINU 
About two feet long and two inches 
thick each way, with a rusty nail at 
the end. This weapon was carefully 
put a«ay until lu} light to day, when 
it will bo carefully examined to ascer­ 
tain whether there are any marks 
upon it which will prove conclusively 
that it was the instrum ent used. 
No charge was entered against the 
father, since the police waited to 
ascertain w hether it would be “ mur­ 
der.” 
A H e r a l d reporter obtained admit­ 
tance to the cell 
of the 
unnat­ 
ural parent and found him 
very 
willing to talk. 
H e 
was called 
to 
the 
front 
of 
his 
cell and 
under the gaslight it was observed 
that he was about 55 years of age, 
cadaverous iu appearance and rather 
under the medium height. In res­ 
ponse to questions he taid that his 
wife had died on September 17th, at 
Oregon City, through tue malprac­ 
tices of a doctor named Carr. 
Along 
about the last of August his wife was 
taken sick, being about to be con­ 
fined, and, unable to obtain the ser­ 
vices of his regular physician, lie en­ 
gaged Dr. Carr, who «as young and 
incompetent. When Dr. Carr readied 
the house he treated his wife in such 
a manner th at after three weeks of 
horrible sufieringRbedied, leaving him 
with the baby and the boy and girl on 
his hands. 
His regular physician, 
Dr. Norris, had been called in to at­ 
tend his wife and after her death had 
procured the atrest of Dr. Carr, who 
was convicted and sentenced on a 
charge of malpractice. 
During the 
trial the Judge of the County Court 
then told him that if he wanted to go 
East, as he said, he would make up 
whatever was lacking in the money 
for passage. 
Under the belief that 
the Judge would aid him , he sold all 
his furniture and blankets for $35, and 
found that he could not rely on the 
Judge’s 
word, 
who 
was 
drunk 
part 
of 
the 
time. 
A 
lady 
wanted 
the

baby, so he gave it to her and pur­ 
chased tickets to Ban Francisco, where 
he saw Mr. Perkins, who allowed him 
to come here ou one of the steamers 
with his children for four dollars,

He went to the Missouri House and 
stayed for awhile. One day he saw 
that the}’ needed help in the kib.heu, 
and agreed to wash dishes there for 
$16 per month and board for himself 
and children. The woman who keeps 
the house objected to the muss which 
the child made on the floors, and he 
first thought he would take it to 
the sisters, but he changed his mind, 
and thought the bnst thing he could 
do was to get rid of it. 
So yesterday 
be took it out and walked along the 
railroad track. 
As he neared the 
bridge he found a stick about two feet 
long and with this he hit the child on 
the head. “ I couldn’t make a good 
good living for the boy, and they ob­ 
jected to the muse it made, that's the 
reason 1 did it,” said the unnatural 
parent, and hanging his head he 
groaned “ I ’m sorry I did it now.” He

R e c e n t O r d e r » I w u r d f r o m U e u - 
e r a l H e a d q u a r t e r s . 
The following orders have recently 
issued from general headquarters at 
Sacram ento: 
There B e e m s to be some misunder­ 
standing in regard to the manner of 
m aking out tho new form of "Uei>ort 
of Target Practice,” Form 14. 
It is 
therefore ordered: 
In computing 
the percentage of 
attendance at drills, it will be for the 
year im m ediately preceding the date 
upon which the practice took place, 
and not the year covered by tho last 
muster-roll. 
It will be necessary for the Captains 
to compute the percentage of those 
m em bers who made fifty per cent or 
more of the possible score o n ly ; that 
is, it will not l)e nocessary to enter on 
th e report under the head of "Per­ 
centage at Drills” the percentage of 
those who have won no decoration 
To entitle a competitor to a decoration 
he m ust have attended at least one- 
half of all the drills of his company 
during the year. 
No excuses will be entertained, not 
even those of "sickness” or "absence 
from the city” or "tow n;” the com­ 
petitor m ust have been actually pres 
en t at and a participant of one-half of 
all the drills of his company during 
the year, to entitle hitu to a decora­ 
tion. 
Scores made with any rifle of a pat­ 
tern other than those iHHUed to the 
National Guard of this State will not 
be entered upon the report, and com­ 
m anders of companies are hereby or­ 
dered to re|»ort ten m isses opposite 
the name of any man w ho uses any 
other rifle than 
those _ mentioned 
above, or any rifle having altered 
sights or trigger with less than six 
pounds pull. 
If these comi>etitions 
are not conducted with fairness and 
uniformity they arc worse than use­ 
less, and no honorable man should be 
w illing to wear a decoration that he 
has not fairly won. 
If it comes to the knowledge of any 
brigade commander that one of his 
company commanders has made a 
false report he will cause such ofiicer 
to be placed in arrest and brought to 
trial before a court martial therefor. 
These reports m ust be made out 
and 
sent 
to 
these 
headquarters, 
through the proper channel, within 
twenty days alter the date of this or­ 
der, or by December 1st, 1887. 
A s there will be no battalion or 
company drills required during the 
mo th of December of this year, it is 
herby ordered, that during the first 
half of the m onth, schools of instruc­ 
tion be held as follow s: 
In regiments 
and 
battalions, 
schools 
for com­ 
missioned officers, to be in charge of 
the senior officer present ; and schools 
for non comm issioned staff officers, to 
be in charge of a commissioned officer, 
to be selected by the regimental or 
battalion commander 
In companies, 
schools of non-commissioned officers, 
to be in charge of one of the com ­ 
missioned officers, to be selected by 
tho company com m ander; provided, 
that in unattached companies, or in 
com panies of the Fifth Regiment and 
Sixth and Seventh battalions, ooin- 
pauy schools of commissioned officers 
m ay 
take the 
place of 
buttulion 
schools. 
It is further ordered, that 
the junior officer, or non-commissioned 
officer present, shall keep the m inutes 
of the school, giving the date, tim e of 
assem blage 
and 
adjournment, 
the 
nam es of those preseut and those ab­ 
sent, with their excuses, if any, and 
th e subjectsdiweufised, a copy of which 
is to be sent to the>e 
headquarters 
im m ediately after the school is held, 
through the projrer channel, and in­ 
term ediate officers are requested to 
indorse thereon such suggestions, or 
opinions, as may occur to them as 
pertinent to the subject. 
At these first schools, tho instruc­

▼erae in the Bible, and at first sight 
m igh t be passed over as unimportant. 
Y e t when view ed in connection with 
th e circum stances of H is being in the 
presence of th e grave of Lasaras,whom 
H e loved, and overwhelmed with the 
piteous appeals of Martha and Mar}’, 
it w as of the highest iin|>ortance, as 
show ing the human, the sympathizing 
an d the pathetic nature of Christ. 
It 
w’an a dear thought to Christians that 
their God was a human as well as a» 
omnipotent. 
God; that|H e had con­ 
descended to place H im self on a plane 
w ith finite mortals, felt with them , 
suffered with them and died for them . 
It was this fact of H is human sym ­ 
pathy and tenderness, as so signally 
evidenced in the verse quoted, and in 
a l1 the hum an attributes displayed by 
H im when in the flesh, that gave 
th e Christian religion its sublim e and 
attractive influence over the human 
heart. 
The sensibility of Christ to the 
sufferings of m ankind.

sent one of his bishops on an embassy. 
The bishop on the way met a woman, 
sad, fantastical, m elancholy, with fire 
in one hand and water in the other. 
He asked what those symbols m eant. 
8h e answered: 
“ My purpoto is with 
fire to burn paradise, and with water 
to quench the flam es of hell, that men 
may serve God without the incen­ 
tives of hope and fear, and purely for 
love. 
Doubtless 
that 
service 
i i 
the 
m ost 
acceptable 
to God 
which springs from the purest love, 
but in order that love of any consider­ 
able degree of warmth, may flame in 
the heart, the divine fan of hope and 
f »ar must excite and stim ulate the 
holy fires of the soul. There can be 
m * tm e love without fear, nor can 
m ere be uny steadfast and persistent 
actions of love without hope. 
Bum 
up Paradise then with fire and auench 
with water the flames of hell, and 
you deprive man of the mightiest 
stim ulus of his religious nature and 
life. 
Man as a religious being without 
hope and fear would be a sa bird with­ 
out wines, or a ship wi hout sails, he 
could “ neither fly, nor go to reach im­ 
mortal joys.”
